A football fan's dollar goes a long 
way over many routes in the support 
of numberless activities in the life 
of an average university, it was dem- 
onstrated yesterday by H. J. Stege- 
man, athletic director and dean of 
mén at the University of Georgia. 

Stegeman, former coach at the uni- 
versity and a stimulating figure in 
the athletic life of that school for 22 
years, testified in federal court in a 
suit based on the federal government s 
efforts to collect income taxes from 
intercollegiate sports. 

The University of Georgia and 
Georgia Tech are fighting shoulder to 
to prevent collection of these 
taxes, basing their argument on the 
theory that amateur collegiate sports 
are non-profit-making and that the 
funds brought in through the boex- 
office merely make it possible for the 
school to support athletics of all 
. branches without draining the pocket- 
book of the estate taxpayers who are 
supporting the university system. 

Use of Surplus Funds. 

“Fixed admissions are based each 
year on possible expenses, Stegeman 
explained. “We have to consider the 
cost and maintenance of the plant, 
and equipment for the students who 
participate in the games. We use sur- 
plus funds to build or improve gym- 
nasiums, ’ 

Football is a good money-maker, 
Stegeman admitted, but this money is 
needed for the support of other sporte 
that do not bring in equal profits, or 
which bring in no profit at all. 

Every student at the university, 
Stegeman pointed out, is required to 
enroll in physical culture courses of 
some form and to engage in intra- 
mural athletics. The football intake 
goes into the athletic fund and from 
this fund these masse sports are sup- 
ported,

Summer complaint (cholera _in- 
fantum), spasmodic croup, colic and 
illness from “teething” are going out 
of fashion. 
After all, the eruption of the pri- 
mary, baby or “milk” teeth is a nat- 


| ural process and so it is as illogical! 
'to ascribe pain, fever, irritability or 


digestive upset to teething as it is 
to call aches or pains “growing 
It doesn't hurt to grow either 
bones or teeth. 

Babies who euffer in nutrition from 
insufficient vitamins are quite cer- 
tain to have faulty development of 
jaws, gums and teeth, and the erup- 
tion of teeth may give trouble. Insuf- 
ficient vitamin C particularly may 
account for such diffienlty. Of course 
every well nourished infant must re- 


|reive a daily ration of vitamin C in 
i the 
juice, strawberry juice or any other 


form of tomato juice, orange 


fresh fruit juice in season, or factory 


‘eanned tomato juice when fresh fruit 
- 
is 


not available. Home canned to- 
matoes contain little or no vitamin C, 
which is destroyed by heating or cook- 
ing except in vacuum. Then, too, 
beginning at the same age (one 
month) every baby should receive 
a daily ration of vitamin D, which is 
indispensable for the growth of regu- 
lar, strong teeth, and this may be 
given in the form of fish liver oil or 
one of the concentrates such as condol, 
of which a single drop is equivalent to 
a teaspoonful of cod liver oil in vita- 
min D—300 units. The vitamin D 
may be given mixed with the fruit 
juice or mixed with a milk feeding. 


The practice of lancing the gum, or 


rubbing it to press the tooth through 
is barbarous and never does any 
good. 

The order in which the temporary 
teeth are cut is my notion of useless 
information, but parents will have it: 

1. Two lower central incisors, 6 to 
9 months. 

2. Four upper 
months. 

3. Two lower lateral incisors and 
four front molars, 12 to 15 months. 

4. Four canines (“eye”’ teeth), 18 
to 24 months. 

5. Four back molars, 24 to 30 
months. ~ 

Thus a child one vear old has six 
teeth, at 1 1-2 years 12 teeth, at 2 
years 16 teeth, and at 2 1-2 all 20 
“baby” teeth. Within normal limi- 
tations the teeth may be cut a month 
or more earlier or later than the 
averages given. When there is pro- 
longed delay in cutting teeth, the 
cause is usually rickets—due to in- 
sufficient vitamin D., 

If a child's teeth are to be clean- 
el] it is better to wipe or rub them 
with a clean bit of linen over a fin- 
ger, such as the “tooth napkins” which 
ure specially prepared with a_ bur- 
material for this purpose.
